It should 
be 'Comprised of farmers exclusively, and Hope Chamber of 
Commerce could do a worth-while thing by offering itself as 
the agency to organize such an association. 


Years of publicity from the Hope Watrmelon Festival 


have redounded to the benefit of all local melon growers, but 
it is too much to expect that continued large benefits will be 
obtained without organized grading and marketing. This is 
the' sort of thing that agriculture is turning to in all ad- 
vanced sections of America. It was the thing for which the 
Federal Farm Board was established. $t is the thing that 
the county agents have always stood for — and something 
Hempstead county should bear down on in 1930.

CAMPAIGNS to bring Christmas cheer to the homes of the 
V homes of the unfortunate are going on in every city in the 
country. That being the case, it may not be amiss to quote a 
few paragraphs of advice issued by the Welfare Council of 
New York City relative to Christmas charity. 


Remarking that we should "give with the mind, and not 


with the heart alone," the council remarks: 


"We should remember that Christmas is essentially a 


family festival. Parents and children look to each other for 
gifts and the family dinner should be purchased and pre- 
pared by the mother as she would do it under normal circum- 
stances. When a family, through poverty or misfortune, is 
unable to provide its own Christmas, let the generous friend 
quietly see that money or credit is supplied direct to the 
family, or through relatives and friends. 


"The entrance of a stranger into the family circle, par- 


ticularly when misfortune has overtaken it, may result in 
hurt pride and loss of self-respect. 


"Those who have the privilege of selcting gifts for such 


a family should bear in mind the real needs of the parents 
and children and should not be misled into purchases dictated 
by the whi mor fancy of the purchaser. It is so much easier 
to buy what you like than to determinewhat gifts are neces- 
sary and suitable. Coal, blankets, clothing, perhaps even _^_ 
medical attention or nursing service, may be a great boon j proper"'attenTion" and' that full-time 
to families that often receive only a basket of food . 
commissioners should replace them.
